A surplus of $883,079,095 is in sight for this fiscal year 


ending June 30, and $200,703,863 for the following year. 
This year's surplus is $200,000.000 more than was originally 
estimated and despite the cut in tax rates of last March will 
exceed the margin of last year by $6,000,000.

Calvin Coolldge'B message to congress was pie- 


cibely the type of state paper which people expected. 
The Coolidge mind, in marked contrast to the man, 
is.no shadowy, unreal, baffling enigma 
It tr^ks 


along the same; path with monotous regularity, rrever 
seeking the trails which lead to the towering summits, 
or blazing a path through unexplored lands 


The president's discussion of nation affairs is a 


cold, dispassionate, unfeeling analysis, which might 
^ ell be uttered at any time. In other words he plays 
it safe as he always has. 


The subjects which Vommand the most of his at- 


tention are economy In governmental affairs, tax re- 
duction, the tariff and agriculture. He Is at his best 
in touching upon the question of reducing the cost of 
government. He reiterates his devotion to the prin- 
ciple of high protection as exemplified in the tariff, 
and then timidly approaches the subject of agricul- 
ture. He recognizes that certain branches of farm 
activity liaie lagged behind other Indufitry 
He ha.? 


no definite remedy to suggest for Its Improvement 
'"While the government is not to be blamed for 
failure to perform the impossible," Mr. Coolidge says, 
"thex agricultural regions are entitled to know they 
have Its constant solicitude and comfort. The whole 
question of agriculture needs most careful considera- 
tion " 
That, it may be believed, will be accepted 


without dispute. Mr. Coolidge is careful not to com- 
mit hlmselt to any program unless his language with 
icference to marketing may be construed as such. 


"We are now expending In 
this 
country many 


millions of dollars each year to Increase farm pro- 
duction. We ought now to put emphasis on the 
question of farm marketing 
If a sound solution of i 


permanent nature can be found for this- problem, the 
congress ought not hesitate to adopt It " 


This Is by way of dismissing any plan which shall 


be brought fom ard as an emergency measure. What 
the president seeks is not some s -erne to temporarily 
lift agriculture from the depths of depression but a. 
program which will Insure orderly and continued im- 
ptjovcment. 
That 
should / commend Itself to the 


thoughtful farmer, who Is not concerned with a tem- 
porary sop but who is deeply Interested In making 
rural life more attractive

The property of the country, like the freedom of the 
countrj, belongs to the people of the country. They 
have not empowered their government to take a dol- 
lar of It except for a necessary public purpose. Noth- 
ing Is more destructive of the progress of a nation 
than goverument extravagance 
It means an increase 


in the burden of taxation, dissipation of the returns 
from enterprise, a decrease In the. real value of wajres, 
with ultimate stagnation and decay. The whole theory 
of our Institutions Is b.ised upon the liberty and 
independence of the Individual. He Is dependent upon 
himself for support and is therefore entitled to the 
rewards of his own Industry.

WINTER ON THE 
GREAT LAKES. 


- December 1 marks the. time limit each vear for 
safe navigation of the great lakes, as the passage- 
ways are usually blocked by ice and there is danger 
of severe winter storms after that date. 
The fleets 


of vessels caught in the' St Mary's river channel, 
part of them going upstream and the others bound 
in the opposite direction, had undertaken to get 
through In spite of wind and weather.« 


They were trapped and held fast In the Ice for 


nearly a week, but i'ome of them have "finally been 
released and w ill be able to reach "their destinations, 
thanks to the moderation of temperature and the 
assistance of Iccbreakinsr tugs. "Whether the remain- 
der can bo extricated Is still doubtful. 


From now until the middle of next April or the first 


of May, traffic on the lakes will cease. Jack Frost 
declares an embargo on such activities for about 5 
months In the year. Sometimes he takes a heavy toll 
of death among- those 
who 
brave 
h^s withering 


blasts by trying' to make the passage after the close 
of the season. This year, ho ..-ever, It ia merely a 
question of damage to the carrying ships and fi- 
nancial loss to those who own them and their car- 
goes. The only lives lost thus far arc those of two 
Bailors who foolishly left their vetisels and ventured 
out upon the let on foot. 


During the 7 months of the year Hint the lake"?, 


are open to traffic, more freight Is transported upon* 
them than over any other watcnv. v In the -world In 
"the same length of time. Millions at tons, of grain, 
meats and miscellaneous agricultural,, products from 
th« west and northwest; huge cargo.es of Iron rrc 


from northern Minnesota and alckel and other metuhr 
from Canada; and a great variety of other shipments 
go eastward. In tho opposite direction come hun- 
dreds of ships laden with coal, coke, steel and Iron, 
automobiles, tractors and 
manufactured goods and 


merchandise of every description. 


Much of this traffic is carried on between Buffalo. 


Rochester, Toledo, Cleveland, or Toronto, at the east 
end, and Duluth, Superior, Port Arthur,.Sault Sainto 
Marie, Milwaukee,,and Chicago as the western ter- 
mini. Midway of tho route Is Detroit, center of tho 
great motor vehicle Industry, which receives Ha raw 
materials from the east and consigns "Vthe finished 
products both each and west. 


There Is also a considerable export and 
import 


trade with Europe, which-is handled through thev 
great lakes-Sir. I^awrence route as far as navigation 
extends, and the rest of the way by rail to and from 
Montreal and Quebec, where ocean carriers receive 
and discharge their cargoes. 


Some day, if the United States and Canadian gov- 


ernments can agree on the plan, the St. 
Lawrence 


will be opened up for deep wa.er traffic, thereby aug- 
menting the water-borne fommerce of the great lakes 
region far beyond its present proportions. The real- 
ization of this project will draw to the lake ports 
most of the cereals, livestock, forage, fruits, and vege- 
tables produced in the middle west and Intended for 
shipment abroad; and in turn the west will get its 
supplies of merchandise and fabiteaterl goods very 
largely through those gateways. 


The fact that vessels cannot ply on the great lakes 


during the winter season Is no reason why they and 
the St. Lawrence river should not be made 100 per - 
cent serviceable during the rest of the year. Even 
New York harbor encounters some difficulties from 
ice in the cold months. The commercial needs oi 
the central part of the North American contln-nt 
must be met in the most practicable -way; and that 
Is by developing internal waterways leading direct 
to the ocean. 


IMPROVED DWELLING HOUSES. 


The steel skeleton dwelling house Is in prospect; in 


fact it has arnvpd, though it is quite probable that 
it wl" be some time before this make of construction 
comes Into general use. A number of moderate priced 
residences of this character are now In course of 
erection in New York for demonstration purposes and 
those back of the enterprise express themselves is 
satisfied that they will soon convince those Interested 
of their superiority. 


Several material manufacturers have co-operated 


In working out the scheme and tKoup-h it Is stated 
initial cost will not be cut, as compared with frame 
construction, fire risks will be reduced as will fuei 
cost, while charges for upkeep -will be entirely elimi- 
nated 
These savings, it is declared, will far more 


than offset the additional cost of bulldlne-, which i? 
estimated at not to exceed 10 per cent. 


The construction of the new houses is the same 


as that oflthe greatest sky scraper. The framewoik 
is put into place, the uprights, stringers, beams and 
;oad-bearlng members being steel "IJ' beam In shape. 
The exterior wall of each story will be supported by 
the skeleton and will not rest one on the other as is 
the case now. 


The building will have an inner and outer shell, a 


space of six Inches between being provided to reduce 
the cold in the T* inter and the heat In the summer. Th« 
"loors are of cement slabs, on which are to be laid 
floors cf other materials 
Bet-ween the Joists Is to 


be a filling of steel fabric, which is expected to solve 
the problem of durability, as well as prevent fire 


tlng- through. 
The exterior of the houses now In 


course of construction is to be o; stucco. 


In the past, as is generally known, in the building 


of residences more'attention has been, paid to style 
than to lasting qualities and to the avoidance of fire 
risk. This is of course due to the fact that the wear 
and tear on a dwelling is nothing comparable to that 
upon a business or public building, nor is there ordi- 
narily as muc7i danger of fire 
If permanence and 


safety can be obtained, however, without sacrificing 
ieauty, and at little or no additional cost, the sug- 
ested improvements would seem to carry a strong 


appeal

J. for years has been subject to little painful ujcers in his mouth. 


Thinking- they vere caused by his teeth, he had them all removed ex- 
cept the upper and lower four front teeth, arid had plates made. Still 
le has another ulcer just coining at the junction of the lower lip and 
fum. Is It pyorrhea and what fchaj' he do to get relief? 


Pyrrohea Is an inflammation of the gums by pus germa which 


burrow down into the sockets of the teeth and finally cause a re- 
fraction of the gums and loosening of the teeth. There are probably 
:wo combined conditions which allow these germs to propagate, and 
:hey are: lack of proper mouth hygiene (the dally cleansing, thoroughly 
enough done) plus periodic visits to the dentist for more thorough cleans- 
ngr; and a deficient diet, one especially deficient in greens and fruits 
and milk, the foods which are high in-vitamins amd mineral elements. 
£here may eventually be ulceratlons as you have, J., but I don't think 
hey are usual. 
Ulcers of the mouth may come from certain constl- 


utlonal diseases, as well as from pyorrhea, so you should have 
a 


horough going over by a physician to see if you haven't some con- 
stitutional trouble as a base for yours. 


Ulcers, as well as pyrrohea, may come from a diet which is de- 


flclant In certain elements, or one which 'is too high In foods which 
cave acid wastes: flesh foods, breads, cereals, excess sweets. 
They 


may come from too hot foods or foods irratlng from too much spice, 
ind from smoking. Aie you a smoker, JT I 'spect you aro. 
Your teeth must have been pretty bad, or else your dentist wouldn't 


i»ve taken them out, sol think you will be better now if you will 
pay proper attention to your diet and to the cleansing of your remaln- 
ng teeth-as well as of the plates, and if you cut out smoking. Meanwhile, 
rou can wash the mouth often •nlth a salt and soda, solution—a tea- 
poon of salt and a teaspoon of soda, to a pint of boiled water.

How Great Are The Stars?

ined as "the magnitude of a star at 


L distance of ten parsecs." A par-

equal to about 206,000 times the 
distance of the earth from the sun. 
n round numbers it may be called 
nineteen trillion miles, 
a trillion 


numeration a million times a mil- 
Ion, which our British cousins per- 
sist in calling a. billion.

great exhaltatlon of the billion, 


and saves the "right little, tight 
ittle island" from being1 crowded 
with billionaires, a class of human 
beings who want plenty of elbow 
oom. With us a) man can wear 
hat formidable title when he ac- 
umulates the relatively small sum

It is also 
the standard distance to which all 
stars are reduced for the estima- 
tion of their relatUe magnitudes 
By calculation, based on the known 
law of radiant energy which causes 
the light received from a star to 
vary Inversely as the square of its 
distance, it Is possible virtually to 
bring up to the standard distance 
all stars that are more remote than 
ten parsecs, and to push away to 
that distance all that are, in reality, 
nearer than ten parsecs. 


Our own star, the sun, for In- 


stance, can be (mathematically) re- 
moved to 
s> distance of ten par- 


secs, 1. e. to more than two mil- 
lion times Its actual distance and 
then, in obedience to the inverse 
square law, Its light 
is, to the 


mlrfd's eye, diminished the square 
of two million, or say, in round 
numbers, four million-million times. 
But even then It would shine con- 
siderably brighter 
than 
a 
fifth 


magnitude star. But bilng up be- 
side it on the stellar platform of 
comparison -some 
of 
its giant 


brothers, now gleaming, as the tini- 
est telescopic sparks in the gleam 
of the infinite space-depths, and its 
relative minuteness would! be pa- 
thetic, and painful for us, its de- 
pendents, to behold. 


It Is curious to consider the im- 


mense revolution that would 
be 


made in the aspect of the heavens 
If all the stars could simultaneous- 
ly be brought up or set back, to 
the standard distance. 


The true giants of stellar space 


are situated far outside that limit 
But there are many which to our 
eyes appear the most brilliant, that 
owe their apparent superiority to 
being well Inside It. These when 
set back for comparative measure- 
ment would be diminished In bright- 
ness The great Sirlus, for Instance, 
is so far inside that, when set back 
beside the others, it would retain 
less than a tenth of Its present 
brightness. But its rl\al, Canopus, 
brought up beside it out of 
the 


depths, 
would 
be 
Increased 
In 


brightness more than 200 times and 
the Proud Dog star would fall to a 
low second place. 


Alpha Centaurl would lose im- 


mensely and 
Procyon and 
Altair 


would be large losers. Fomalhaut 
would lose, but "Vega ,would gain 
a little and Arcturus would gain 
more 
Aldebaran, Capella, Polaris 


and Regulus -would be large gain- 
ers, exceeded in that respect 
by 


Betelgeuse, for all of these are actu- 
ally much more than ten parsecs 
distant. 
According to some esti- 


mates of Its parallax Bellatrix, the 
Amazon star In Orion would gain 
1,200 times in brightness If brought 


they won't be given a chance. Now, 
the telephone service Is about as 
good as the world, I reckon Some 
say it's good and some s>ay it's bad.

Many Other Employes Of 


Commonwealth Lose 


Part Of Salaries.- 


State Finance Secretary Dwlght S. 


Dalbey Is playing the role of Santa 
Claus to all the employes of bis de- 
partment, a dozen or so in number, 
by talcing their salary warrants at 
par and thus saving1 them several 
dollars apiece each month as dis- 
count which they would have 
to 


stand If the 
registered 
warrants 


were cashed at banks. 
It would have cost finance depart- 


ment attaches $25 or J30 In the ag- 
gregate had they been compelled to 
"shave" their warrants in order to 
get spending: money; but Secretary 
Dilbey, whose private resources are 
ample enough for him to meet the 
situation, told his assistants he 
would redeem the slips at par, and 
they gratefully accepted the proffer. 


It Is understood at the capltol that 


when December warrants are issued 
lie will do the same thlng^ over 
again, arid continue to carry the de- 
partmental payroll from month to 


. .month with his own funds. 
The. 


warrants assigned to him will be 
held by Hr. Dalbey until the state 
Is ready to call them in for payment 
They draw ^ per cent interest In 
the meantime. 


Some Code Help Lucky.- 
In some of the other code depart- 


ments the employes are saved the 
necessitv of discounting their pay 
slips, not because anyone Is acting 
as "angel" In. their cases, but for 
the reason that they lecelve their 
salaries out of other state 
funds 


than the depleted general fund. 
In the agriculture department, for 


Instance, everybody except Secre- 
tary H. J. iloLauBhlni, State Vet- 
erinarian Clark Hayes and employes 
in the bureau of animal industry la 
paid out of fees collected fiom vari- 
ous sources. 
These fees are reg- 


ularly appropriated by the legisla- 
ture for the depaitment's use. They 
are held lii a separate account, and 
the warrants drawn against them 
are paid at face value when pre- 
sented. It Is only general fund war- 
rants which State Treasurer Rob- 
inson is registering. 
In the public works department. 


Secretary Cochran a.nd his princi- 
pal assistants havo to stand the dis- 
count on their salary warrants, to- 
gether with some of the office em- 
ployes who draw their pay from the 
general fund. 
However, 
a 
large 


part of the departmental payroll Is. 
carried by appropriation from the 
gasoline tax fund, and those for- 
tunate enough to be included thcro- 
In receive 100 cents en the dollar. 


Tho welfare department is sim- 


ilarly split, with those working In 
tho bureau of examinations, the ma- 
ternity and Infancy bureau, the so- 
cial hygiene bureau, and the div- 
ision of athletics getting full pay, 
while others are compelled to take 
department officers 
and employes 


department olcers 
and 
employes 
lose 2 or 3 per cent, except insur- 
ance examiners and fire prevention 
bureau attaches. The entire labor 
department payroll is "stuck1 
for 


the discount. 
At State Institutions- 


Tha University of Nebraska and 


the four state normal schools are 
trying to take care of their facul- 
ties and employes by paying salar- 
ies and wages out of cas,h funds as 
long as they can. They may also 
resort to the expedient of issuing 
general funl warrants 
a«id then 


cashing them at par with other 
funds. In that way, the Institutions 
would take the loss, instead of their 
employes. 
Superintendents and other admin- 


istrative officials 
of 
penal 
and 


chailtable Institutions 
under 
the 


bonrd of control 
are 
discounting 


their warrants, as a rule, but some 
oC the employes are being paid out 
of cash funds so that they 
lose 


nothing. 


'In most of the state offices at 
the capltol whose heads are elec- 
tive, tho employes are paid out of 
the general fund and therefore must 
discount their warrants in order to 
get money on them.

val committee called to consider thi; 
relative position of the American 
navy in comparison with the sea 
forces of other powers. 


Senate Task More Difficult. 


In the senate, where it is more 


difficult under the rules to follow a 
charted course, ratification jf the 
poison gas treaty, a subject prom- 
ising much heated debate, was the 
unfinished business, a number of 
controverted executive nominations 
were pending, and the elections 
committee was called to begin con- 
sideration of the qualifications of 
Arthur B. Gould, the new republi- 
can senator from Maine, challenged 
by Senator Walsh, democrat, Mon- 
tana.

Bureau Clips Itself. 


The treasury department figures 


show a decrease of $6,169.012 scat- 
tered generally among the manifold 
activities over which the depart- 
ment has supervision. The budget 
bureau itself sets an example by 
clipping- off $7,000 from its annual 
expenses. 
There is a decrease of 


$370,000 in the amount set aside for 
collecting internal revenue; a de- 
crease of-$GOO,000 for refunds of ex- 
cessive customs duties; and a de- 
crease of $514,810 for the bureau of 
engraving and printing.

The bill was drafted /by Repre- 
sentative Garner of Texas, finan- 
cial, spokesman for the minority in 
tha house, after consultation with 
Senator Simmons of North Caro- 
lina, who holds a corresponding 
position among democrats in the 
senate. 


-Deduction Is Possible. 


"Treasury fijrures show bevond 
any 
doubt," 
Garner 
said, 
"that 


there will be a surplus at the end 
of the present fiscal year of at 
least 
$500,000.000. - The 
treasury 
can well stand the reductions pro- 
posed, and the people deserve them. 
"The reduction in the corpora- 


tion tax would bentfit the entire 
people and reduce the cost of liv- 
ing $800,000,000 annually. The great 
bulk of the corporation taxes are 
passed on to the consumers and 
they would be the real beneficiaries 
smaller corporations also would bo 
aided. 
"We ihave been constantly 
in- 
creasing corporation taxes to re- 
duce or repeal other taxes." 
Garner described the automobile 
tax .is "purely a consumption tax 
which the poor as well as the rich 
must pay. and asserted taxes on 
admissions and club dues are paid 
by the great masses of the peoplrf!

"There is no reason to continue

Only Three Defeats. 


The remarkable progress made by 
the Wade-Crisp-Cohen trio is man- 
ifest in that tabulation. In the first 
year, before the new system was 
completely effective, Alabama lost 
two games and was tied in another. 
Syracuse and Florida 
conquered 


Alabama that year and Georgia 
Tech held them to a scoreless tie. 
In the next season—1924—Ala- 
bama won eight of its nine starts 
Its single setback came when Cen- 
ter college sent the 
Alabamans 


down to a 17 to 0 defeat. But, since 
that ~ hour and that day In 1924, 
Alabama has battled twenty times 
against the most powerful foes in 
the land—and never has been de- 
feated or tied.

Wade talks but little about his 


success, taking the modest attitude 
that "I've been blessed with two 
wonderful assistants and with boys 
who are brainy and courageous and 
game to the last ounce that's in 
them." 
"In my playing- days," said TVado, 
I found that doing the unexpected 
meant doing the winning. So I've 
taught my boys to d.o the unexpect- 
ed. I've drilled each team Into the 
Idea of practising a^littlt deception 
all the time; of sthrtlng almost all 
the plays In the same way, but 
never executing any of them exactl> 
alike. That, stops the other fellows 
anticipating what my boys ar" 
going to do and while t'ley aro 
learning what Us all about my boys 
have plowed right along and made 
gains that eventually produce touch- 
downs—and victory."
